We went to live with his parents, John Jensen Peterson and 
Frances Smith Peterson, at Center Creek. One year later we went” 
to be sealed for time and all eternity in the Salt Lake Temple. = 
December 23, 1927 with George F. Richards officiating. 
Our first child, Marie, was born May 27, 1928 at Center Creek, 7 

My husband's parents were so happy. They were the parents of four 3 
boys so the birth of a baby girl really made them excited. They were" 
very good to me. : 
My next child was a boy. Ferron Jerome Peterson was born ` 
October 29th, 1929 at the Peterson home in Center Creek. $ 
Jerome’s mother became ill and died after a long illness on 3 
August 5, 1930. | 
Another son was born, John Arland, November 16, 1933 8 
Center Creek. We lost the farm at Center Creek during the 
depression and moved to Charleston to live with my father. ` 
The next child was a girl, Sarah Luetta, born November 17; 

1937 at the Heber Hospital. k 
Jerome went to work on a big ranch in Montana for the sum 

mer months. Then he got a job at the New Park Mine. On May 
4, 1941 Jerome was killed in a car accident. My husband's father 
was still living with us. He helped with the children while I was work 
ing with the school lunch program. The next year Jerome's father; 
John J. Peterson, passed away. I purchased some ground in Heber? 
and my father helped me to start building a home, on that proper 
ty. (248 East, 600 South). We were able to move to Heber, so tha 
the children could start school in September. 
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
